Resolution authorizing the Police Department to accept and expend an in-kind gift
of two (2) utility vehicles with an estimated market value of $38,644.58 from the
Unfon Square Alliance to support officers working in the Union Square Alliance
area for high visibility patrol. The two (2) utility vehicles will be an outright gift to
the Police Department.

WHEREAS, The Union Square Alliance enhances the experiences of visitors to the
area by continuing to provide the maintenance and public safety services; and

WHEREAS, The Union Square Alliance would like to purchase and donate two
utility vehicles to the Police Department; and

WHEREAS, The two utility vehicles will help support San Francisco Police
Department officers in the Union Square area to provide high visibility patrol and crime-
deterrence against organized retail theft and with efficient transportation during events
such as the Macy’s Tree Lighting ceremony, the Chinese New Year's Parade, and the St.
